MOTHER’S DNY WILL 
BE OBSERVED MAY 12 


(By the Aitsoeiatcd Vrvmn) 
Philadelphia, Pa., April 
2.—May 
12, the second Sunday in 
May, 
is 
Mothers’ Day. 
“In honor of the best mother that 
ever lived—your mother,” was one of 
the slogans under which the celebra­ 
tion of this day was inaugurated by 
Miss Anna Jarvis, of Philadelphia, 
several years ago. The object, to 
bring about world-wide recognition 
of a specified day as one tor univer­ 
sal emphasis of the love men and 
women owe to a good mother, has 
been accorded a response from prac­ 
tically every civilized nation. 
But this year, Mother's Day is to 
have a significance even deeper than 
formerly. With the assistance of mil­ 
itary and na^il authorities in the 
United States, with 
the country’s 
ships at sea and commanding her 
troops abroad, and with the aid of 
the Red Cross and Young Men's 
Christian Association officials, the 
day is to be one for an interchange 
of greetings between 
mothers at 
home and their boys with the colors. 
By men in foreign service, it is 
hoped, the day will be partly devoted 
to letter writing. Congress has made 
the day a national flag day. Secretar­ 
ies Baker and Daniels and General 
Pershing have endorsed the innova­ 
tion to be introduced this year on the 
theory that nothing so stimulates the 
morale of fighting men as 
letters 
from home. 
Honoring mothers or their mem­ 
ory through some distinct act of kind 
ness—a visit, a letter, or the wearing 
of a white carnation—are the marks 
of Mother's Day observance which 
have been widely adopted in North 
and South America, England, Europe 
and in Australia. 
The white carnation has been rec­ 
ognized as the special flower for 
Mother's Day. Its whiteness is held 
symbolic of purity; its form, beauty; 
its fragrance, love; its wide field of 
growth, charity; its lasting qualities, 
faithfulness—the embodiment of the 
virtues of motherhood. 
In ber annual announcement of the 
day. Miss Jarvis says: "It is not a day 
of idle sentimentalism. It evokes a re­ 
newal of allegiance to our highest 
ideals of womanhood and will con­ 
tribute to the sactity of home and 
motherhood and the strengthening of 
domestic and national integrity. 
Observance of the day is 
to be 
urged in schools, colleges, churches, 
fraternal societies, orphanages and 
prisons. In recent years, mayors of 
many cities and towns throughout the 
United States have issued proc lama* 
tions calling for general observance 
of the day.

HEW JERSEY G O I N S 
■ AFTER THE LOAFERS 


(By the Associated Press) 
Camden, N. J., April 2.—They are 
going after the idlers in New Jersey. 
All over the state the police and 
peace officers are planning to round 
up the indolent ones under the Anti- 
Loafing law recently passed by the 
legislature. 
There will be no distinction. Ho­ 
boes and millionaires, if they do not 
work, will be put in the same class. 
All are required to put in at least 
thirty-six hours each week at work 
of some sort. If any one refuses to 
obey the law it means a fine of $100, 
three months in jail, or both. 
Plans for carrying out the provis­ 
ion of the new law were discussed at 
a recent meeting of police officials 
and sheriffs from all parts of New 
Jersey. Sheriff Corson 
of 
Camden 
county said after the conference that 
idlers, without regard to their sta­ 
tion in life will be seized and will 
be allowed one week to go to work 
or else face prosecution. 
The State Commissioner of Labor 
submitted the following plan for the 
enforcement of the law: Whenever an 
officer of the law sees an idler he 
will take him t othe nearest police 
station. There the man must fill out 
a form card, which will indicate the 
kind of work he is best fitted for. He 
will then be directed to hunt for 
work. The card will be turned over 
to one of the public employment of­ 
fices. If the man cannot find work 
the employment bureau will offer 
him a choice of jobs. 
If he should 
reject this offer, a specific job will 
be picked out for him. If he refuses 
to go to work he will be prosecuted. 
Large posters announcing the pro­ 
visions of the la wand warning idlers 
that it will be enforced will be sent 
to all sheriffs with instructions to 
display them prominently.

AMERICA IR OIE YEAR 


By United Presa 
Washington, April 2.—One year of 
war finds America today She banker 
of the Allies. 
In 12 months, the American people 
have poured 810,000,000,000 into the 
allied pool. Of this, nearly half has 
gone in outright loans to the various 
allies. The international ledger bal­ 
anced up about this way today: in­ 
debtedness to the 
United 
States: 
Great Britain, $2,600,000,000; Italy, 
$550,000,000; France, 
$1,440,000,- 
000; Russia, $325,000,000; Belgium, 
$93,400,000; and Serbia $6,000,000. 
To raise this stupendous outlay, 
the United States floated 
two 
im­ 
mense Liberty Loans, yielding well 
over $6,000,000,000; 
and imposed 
special war taxes, chief among which 
was raising the postal rate from two 
to three cents. 
The close of this 
strenuous year finds the country well 
launched on a war savings movement 
which promises a large steady in­ 
come; and marks the opening of a 
third grqat Liberty Loan. 
Throughout 
the 
extraordinary 
money drain, every effort has been 
exerted to prevent disruption of the 
finance market. 
The solid basis af­ 
forded by the recently-created feder­ 
al reserve banking system is admit­ 
ted by financial men to have been 
chiefly responsible for the country's 
remarkable success in absorbing the 
shock. While the unprecedented flo­ 
tation of securities has reacted in the 
normal way to produce a general in- 
fl at att on of prices, there has been no 
general panic, no extended stringen­ 
cy, and big funds of investible money 
are still available. 
The Treasury, by a policy of re­ 
current issues of short-time certifi­ 
cates, has kept money flowing freely, 
and prepared the way for absorption 
of the big long-time loans. 
More than $2,600,000,000 of these 
short-period 
Treasury 
certificates 
were issued and retired, or converted 
into Liberty Bonds. 
Early upon the nation's entrance 
in the war, the need for soldier and 
sailor insurance on a vast scale be­ 
came apparent. The government, de­ 
spite the pressure of war financing, 
at once undertook the 
work, 
and 
evolved a system of war risk insur­ 
ance vwhich has brought protection 
to the families of 93 per cent of all 
men in the armed services of the na­ 
tion, at an average of $7,000 per 
man. 
Russia’s credit 
of 
$325,000,000 
was never entirely taken up. When 
the Kerensky government collapsed, 
it had drawn $187*000,000 of the 
credit. The rest was being spent for 
supplies in this country which never 
left American shores,a nd which have 
since been taken over by this govern­ 
ment.

HUGE WOODEN VESSEL 
NEARLY READY FOR SERVICE 


(by the Associated Press) 
Orange, Tex., April 2.—The “War 
Mystery” said to be the largest wood­ 
en steamer ever launched and which 
now lies in the Sabine river being 
equipped with steam engines, will 
boast its title as the world’s greatest 
for only a brief period. Five other 
ships of similar design, each with a 
greater cargo capacity than the War 
Mystery .are in course of construc­ 
tion here and by the way work is pro­ 
gressing, all will soon enter the wa­ 
ter. In addition to these more than 
a score of smaller wooden vessels 
are in the local yards, all in different 
stages of completion and all progress­ 
ing rapidly under the hands of 4,000 
ship builders, most of whom have 
gathered here within the year. 
The War Mystery has a cargo ca­ 
pacity of 4,700 tons while the five 
great ships to be launched will be 
able to care for 5,000 tons each. 
Nearly all of the lumber that goes 
into these vessels is grown on the 
gulf coast, in most instances only a 
short distance from Orange. Prepara­ 
tory to the activity in the ship build­ 
ing industry, saw mills were estab­ 
lished with a capacity of 
650,000 
board feet each day. The raw mater­ 
ial is floated down the Sabine river 
from the forests of Texas, handled 
by the new saw mills and moved 
right on to the ship yards. 
It requires from 1,250,000 to 1,- 
500,000 feet of timber to construct a 
ship of the War Mystery class and 
the saw mills are hard pressed to

(By the Associated Press) 
Oklahoma City, Okla., April 18.— 
If claims for exemption from mill 
tary service with the national army, 
that have come under the jurisdiction 
of thi district appeal board for the 
western district of Oklahoma, are 
any criterion the ingenuity of the so­ 
called “draft-dodger" has been se­ 
verely put to It at times, to think of 
some likely story to bolster up his 
claim. While the legitimate claims 
have been many and in no case have 
been refused, there also were many 
who made rather unusual claims to 
their right to “stay at home where 
they are needed." 
Claims of registrants who have 
contracted marriages since the selec­ 
tive service laws were promulgated, 
that they were needed at home to 
support dependent wives, have been 
numerous but by no means in the ma­ 
jority. 
One man wanted his claim for im­ 
munity from service granted on the 
ground that he was an “expert watch 
repairer." A great many watches in 
the territory formerly covered by his 
vocational activities will go unre­ 
paired until the allied powers emerge 
victorious from the war as the “ex­ 
pert watch repairer" has gone to do 
his part. A fellow-claimant who had 
stolen a watermelon in 
his 
early 
youth and had suffered incarceration 
in his county “bastile" for one night, 
insisted he was morally unfit to serve 
his country in any capacity. 
Another registrant was “too busy" 
to report for examination when call­ 
ed by his local board and “did not 
think they really meant it, anyway." 
He declared himself possessed of a 
belief that the 
“government can’t 
be really in 
earnest about this 
thing." 
A great many business houses, it 
appears, are dependent for their very 
existence on the activities of their 
male stenographers. At least this is 
true of the concern that employs the 
stenographer who said, “they will 
simply have to go out of business, 
stenographers are too scarce." Claim* 
of this sort were well represented in 
the list ef "excuses" and “reasons." 
One young man, who, on applica­ 
tion for a position with an express 
company, had signed an affidavit giv­ 
ing his age as 21 years and had reg­ 
istered with the rest of the nation on 
June 5th, 1917, to back up his bluff, 
had a difficult time proving his real 
age when called to account for not 
answering a call by his local board. 
Newspaper reporters should be ex­ 
empt, in the opinion of one regis­ 
trant. 
He firmly 
asserted 
that 
through his paper he was supplying 
the public with war news, which it 
could not well do without. 
Claims of exemption on the ground 
that the claimants are attending 
schools of religious instruction and 
theological seminaries are almost as 
numerous as the claims of those who 
have recently acquired “dependents." 
One registrant presented four dif-' 
ferent claims in as many days, but 
all of them failed pf substantiation. 
On his first appearance before the 
board he declared that he had recent­ 
ly been honorably discharged from 
the regular army and had taken un­ 
to himself a wife. When told that the 
board would like to review his dis­ 
charge papers he departed hastily. 
On the fellowing day he presented 
himself as morally unfit; this excuse 
failing he was given more time. Sub­ 
sequent claims that he was a "preach­ 
er," and then a "former" failed to 
get his exemption. 
A claim presented by a "calf buy­ 
er" for a large packing house that 
mea of his chosen calling were un­ 
usually scarce; an assertion that sol­ 
diers must have candy and that the 
claimant wan engaged in manufac­ 
turing that commodity for "the boys" 
and the claim of the many who are 
subject to “fits"—all were included 
in the category of the board's would- 
be “evaders." 
One man was unfortunate enough 
to have two wives dependent upon 
him for their daily bread. 
He had 
been exempted in the first draft be­ 
cause of his wife. After his exemption 
had been granted his wile obtained a 
divorce. When called under the new 
questionaire Bystem It was discover­ 
ed he had married again, this time to 
a woman with a child. He was sup­ 
porting his present wife and child 
and was contributing to the support 
of his former wife, he said. 
The “morally unfit," the “watch 
repairer," the "necessary newspaper 
reporter," the “candy manufacturer" 
who supplied the boys, the ‘scarce 
calf buyer," together with the equal­ 
ly “scarce" stenographer—all are at 
national army cantonments.

When we cut over to our new plant Saturday 
night the most modem switchboard in the 
State will be placed in operation. 
This new equipment has the automatic ring­ 
ing feature which, when the operator con­ 
nects you with party called, will ring at regu­ 
lar intervals until telephone is answered or 
connection is taken down. The frequency of 
ringing is not under the control of the ope­ 
rator. 


Calling party can hear the ringing in his re­ 
ceiver as a sort of humming sound. Hence it 
is not necessary for operator to say, ‘TU ring 
again” or “They don’t answer.” If calling 
party doesn’t hear the ringing and will call to 
operator’s attention she will change the con­ 
nection. Some of the delicately adjusted 
equipment may get out of order. 
To recall the operator do not shake the re­ 
ceiver hook repeatedly. If moved up and down 
once signal lamps in front of operator will 
keep oft flashing until she answers. Should 
receiver hook be moved up and down acciden­ 
tally while talking operator will get the flash­ 
ing signal and will answer. 
These late features are also new to our ope­ 
rators. Please be patient.
